The first 
train, the 10.68 from King's Cross, 
consisted of an Atlantic-type engine 
and eleven coaches, and the coaches 
were entirely of modern stock with 
heavy stecl underframes, he said.

WRECKED COACH CROWDED 


A vivid description of whut hap- 
pened. inalde the coaches when the 
erash occurred was given by Mr. 
George Turner, district foreman of 
the carringe and waggon depart- 
ment, stationed at Peterborough, 
who wna travelling In the fourth 
conch from the end in the fret 
rain, - 


“J got a bump In the back, and 
we sort of bumped together,” said 


next carriayo—the last but one— 
went on with the rest of the train, 
but the impact. caused it to lose its 
bogies and the carriage fell over 
on one side. The front end still 
remained coupled to the next vehi- 
cle, the third conch, which was held 
up almost on its side, and was drag. 
ged forward about 120: yards, 


“The remarkable thing is that 
notwithstanding this tremendous 
shock the buck-eye coupler held firm 
and kept this carriage from falling 
right over on its side,” said Mr. 
Gresley: “I> amv told~ that in-that 
particular carringe nobody was kill- 
ed, and the passengers were able to 
get out of the doors nearly facing 
to the sky. There was no telescop- 
ing whatever. Beyond these two 
carriages there was no damage to 
the rest of the train, This was 
entirely due to the heavy steel 
frames and buckeye couplers, If 
the last van had been made of steel 
panels instead of teak panels It 
could not possibly have withatood 
the shock, because the steel pancls 
are thin and would have’ crumpled 
The 10.68 train conaisted of an 
engine and eleven vehicles, but it 
was not entirely composed of ‘mod- 
ern stock. The first three coaches 
were modern vehicles with heavy 
steel, underframes and buckeye 
couplers, The first two were al- 
most undamaged, and the third was 
damaged at the rear end, There 
were three brake vans, gas-lighted, 
and these were wrecked. They had 
wooden underframes. ‘

The unemployment problem is 
generally viewed from the stand- 
point of the adult who has been 
thrown out of work by reason 
of the prevalent depression, but 
an aspect of it which seriously 
menaces the future of society is 
the: extent of unemployment 
amongst young people, Statis- 
ties recently issued show that 
throughout the world there are 
more than six million young 
people under the age of twenty- 
five years who are unable to 
obtain work. _While young. peo- 
ple who are unable to find worle 
on reaching the age of admissioti 
to employment cannot do without 
material. assistance, they are in 
even greater need of moral sup- 
port. For them, the most seri- 
ous result of unemployment is 
not physical .privation, but the 
mental suffering it causes at an 
age when the character is being 
formed almost definitely for life. 
If we take the case of boys and 
girls who have just left school, 
we find that the community has 
tried to give them a taste for 
regular work, but when the time 
comes in which they are cager 
to work so as to contribute some- 
thing to the income of the 
family, they have to join the 
ranks of the unemployed. Some 
may find small jobs as messenger 
boys or.in light unskilled work, 
but this, at best, only Iasts a year , 
or two, when they are discharg- 
ed to make room, for younger 
workers. And so the vicious 
cirele is perpetuated. » One of the 
remedies which hag been -sug- 
gested to the International 
Labour Conference relates to the

action along these lines, - For 
example, in various provinces of 
Cannda, in Chile, Haiti, Hon-

It must have been a shock to 
Abyasinia's faith (if she had any) 
in the League of Nations and the 
alleged integrity of ‘European 
powers, -to discover that. while 
Italy was amassing an army on 
her frontiers in preparation for 


‘an Invasion of the Ethiopian Em- 


pire, other Europenn Governments 
were taking steps. to prevent 
Abyssinin’s securing the means of 
self-defence. Bound by treaties, 
Abyssinian and-Italy are both pled- 
wed to peace. Abyssinia “unques- 
tionably Wants to avold a war with 
Haly. Italy admittedly intends to 
make war upon Abyssinia, Para- 
doxically, the nation which wants 
peace ja prevented ‘from securing 
arms, while the nation which wants 
to make war can go right ahead 
with the manufacture of high 
explosive, gas, shells, aircraft, 
tanks, machine-guns and the like, 
without more than a half-hearted 
protest being provoked from other 
signatories of a treaty outlawing 
war. If Abyssinin’s faith in the 
word of statesmen’ is shattered, it 
will notybe surprising; nor will it’ 
be a matter for amazement if other 
African tribes and nations com- 
mence to doubt thal sincerity of 
the Europeans who have for so 
long been their mentors, governors 
It_is because Great 
Sritain values so highly her pres- 
tige with the tribes, because she 
cannot for a moment allow her 
honour to smirched or her 
honesty doubted, that she stands 
where she does—unadterably op- 
posed to Italy's) ambitions in 
Africa, She must be sure that she 
retains the trust which native 
races have kept in her for genera- 
tions; and she must defend the 
principles which excuse her do- 
mination of so large a part of the 
peoples of Africa. Such a course 
may prove costly; but failure to 
act in this crisis would cost her 
more.

CHAPTER VII. 


POST-WAR TEAM BUILDING 

There wns, L believe, a certain 
amaunt of Chib Cricket in _ South 
Afrien during the war and as soon as 
it was over they begnn to make & 
start with the Currie Cup Competi- 
tion. Unfortunately no records be- 
fore 1925 are to hand save the brief 
details of two International encoun- 
ters. The first side to visit South 
‘Africn since 1913-14 was led by F, T. 
Mann. and he found he was up ogainat 


Ta much ‘better ride than’the Inst one 


pre-war, nor was the English side 
quite the equal of the pre-war one. 

Besides F. T. Mann, the term in- 
cluded A BE. RR Gilligan, Russell, 
Sandham Mead, Woolley and Kennedy. 
It wax, of course, a much older tenm, 
for practically a generation of young 
cricketers had been killed, nor had 
those who were at school during the 
war been uble to develop thelr game 
normally. England were badty beaten 
in the [rst Test and only scrambled 
home jn the second by — one wicket. 
Two draws followed and then for the 
first time in South Africa war a Teat 
Match played to a finish, irrespective 
of the number of days taken. Russell 
made a century in ench Innings and 
England just won the rubber. Ken- 
nedy, Russell and Mend all did well 
in the tour but as urxunt Woolley wan 
not mn success in South Africa, Tt 
wua the matting that did it. 

THE SOUTH AFRICAN PLAYERS 

It seemed aa if the South Africa 
cricket was definitely on the up grade 
again. True, the batting rested 
mainly bn Herbert Taylor, who play- 
od ‘magnificently, He was 31 years 
of age at thin time—but quite on 
veteran in the cricket sense. But it 
looked as if in A.B. Hall, EP.

Defendant's Denial

It was to avold the danger from 
inflammable hydrogen that helium 
was chosen to fill the 3,700,000 
cubic-foot bag of this year’s strato- 
aphere balloon, « Explorer II, to 
Insure against any repetition of 
the misfortune that overtook Ex- 
fn 1984. Last year's 
balloon, filled with hydrogen, ex- 
ploded wher it was only a fow 
thousand feet from the earth, after 
its two-hour retreat from the 
stratosphere. The explosion —oc- 
curred When tir, entering through 
ynexpected rips in the bag, mixed 
with the hydrogen and the mixture 
became ignited. The members of 
the erew were forced to take to 
their parachutes as the gondola 
plunged to earth. 


GOING HIGHER . 


With helium used to inflate the 
balloon there can be no explosion. 
Since helium has not quite tho, lift- 
ing power of hydrogen—about 
eight per cent. lexs-—-the size of the 


balloon his been increased from 
the 3,000,000 cubic fect of last 
year to 3,700,000 cubie feet, to 
compensate for the — difference. 
With this larger bag, it {a hoped 
to attain an ‘allitude of¢ 24° miles 
or more, 


Helium is the second | lightest 
substance known, hydrogen being 
lightest of all. A total of 330,000 
cubic feet of the gas will be avail- 
able for the flight. From 260,000 
to 270.000 feet will be put into the 
balloon, leaving the remainder os 0 
reserve. This amount of gas will 
be enough only to make a large 
“dubble” In the tope of the bag. 
As the Explorer If rises and is 
warmed by the sun, however, the 
yas. will expand until at the 
“eciling’ of the flight it will fill 
out the entire 3,700,000 cubic-foot 
capacity of the bay, and the balloon 
will change from the shape of an 
exclamation point to that of a 
sphere. The helium was transport- 
ed to the “stratobowl" near Rapid 
City, South Dakota, in 1,850 steel 
cylinders, cach contafning 186 cubic 
feet of helium under pressure, 


NEW DISCOVERY 


Helium was not found on the 
enrth until 1895, and even-in the 
carly days of the World War ft stilt 
was it rare substance, obtainable 
only in small quantities at the 
prohibitive cost of nbout $2,600 per 
cuble foot.

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WELWYN ‘DISASTER 


INVESTIGATED 


WITNESSES TELL OF > 
TERRIBLE SCENE . 


After preliminary evidence had 
been given at the Ministry of 
Transport inquiry at- Welwyn into 
tho Welwyn train digaster in which 
fourteen -people Jost their lives, 
Colonel A. H. L. Mount, who con- 
ducted the inquiry, announced that 
the remainder of .the evidence 
would be. heard In private. 

He sald that the inquiry was in 
no way a court for the determina- 
tion of legal responsibility of any 
kind. The object of hearing any 
evidence {!n private would bo to 
' obtain the frankest statement pos- 
’ sible from those concernod If they 
were fecling apprehensive that they 
might be prejudiced in any subse- 
quent inquiry that might take 
place. ¥* 

Before the Inquiry opencd 
Colonel Mount and officiala mado a 
close inspection of the scene of the 
crash, ond also visited tha’ signal- 
box at the north end of tho station.

A vivid description of what hap-

The unemployment problem is 
gonerally viewed from the stand- 
point of the adult who has-been 
thrown out of work by reason 
of the prevalent depression, but 
an aspect of it which serjously 
menaces the future of society is 
the extent of unemployment 
amongst young people Statis- 
tics recently issued show that 
J throughout the world there are 

more than six million young 
|people under the age of twenty- 

five’ yeurs who are unable to 
obtain. work... While young .peo- 
ple who are unable to find worl 
on reaching the age of admission 
to employment éannot do without 
material assistanee, they are in 
cven greater need of moral sup- 
port. For them, the most svri- 
ous, result of unemployment ts 
not physical privation, but, the 
mental suffering it,eauses at an 
age when the character is being. 
‘formed almost definitely for life, 
If we take the case of boys and 
girls who have just left school, 
we find that the community has 
tried to give them a taste for 
regular work, but when the time 
comes in which they are cager 
to work so as to contribute pme: 
thing to the income of the 
family, they have to join the 
ranks of the unemployed. Some’ 
may find small jobs ag messenger 


boys or in light unskilled work, | 


hut this, at best, only Insts a year 
or two, when they are discharg- 
ed ,to make room for younger 
workers, And so the vicious 
cirele is perpetuated. One of the 
remedies which hag been sug- 
gested to the International 
Labour Conference relates to the 
school-leaving age. A number 
of countries have already taken 
action along these lines. For 
example, in various provinces of 
Canada, in Chile, Haiti,

‘To-day 
we find, besides Germany's build- 
ing plan, an ambitious Tlaliam pro- 
gramme, a promise of increased 
expenditure on thé part of France, 
norush to build to treaty fimits in 
the United States and largely in- 
creased naval appropriations de- 
manded in Japan.
